Explosions Heard 


By Many Residents 


Before Flames Seen 


Fire, w hich started Monday af­ 
ternoon under m ysterious 
cir­ 
cumstances, in 
upper 
Andreas 
canyon, w as reported controlled 
today after a strenuous fight by 
state and federal forestry crews. 
The blaze has been completely 
encircled and is burning itself 
out. 
The flam es broke out, after a 
series of unexplained explosions 
in rugged and alm ost inaccess­ 
ible terrain between upper A n­ 
dreas and Tahquitz canyons. 
It 
took fire fighters 
alm ost 
six 
hours to reach the scene 
from 
here. 
EXPLOSIONS HEARD 
B etw een 12:30 and 12:40 p. m., 
Monday, m any 
people 
at the 
south end of the Village heard 
explosions, apparently in 
Tah­ 
quitz canyon. Less than an hour 
later, observers in the tow er 
at 
the 
5th 
O perational 
Training 
Unit at the arm y air base called 
the fire departm ent and report­ 
ed spotting the fire on the ridge. 
W arren H eath, of the depart­ 
m ent, notified forestry officials 
at once. 
CAUSE UNDETERMINED 
Cause of the explosions 
has 
not yet been determ ined. 
First 
word here was th at an airplane 
had crashed, starting th e fire. 
Absence of the black oily smoke 
w hich usually accom panies 
an 
airplane crash, however, caused 
officials to discredit this theory. 
O ther rum ors flew thick around 
tow n—Japanese balloon, Japan­ 
ese airplane, in fact, alm ost any 
theory gained credence for 
a 
time. 
A rthur Tracey,

No trace of a crashed airplane 
or w reckage was found and cause 
of the fire was still unexplained 
today. C hief of Police A ugust 
G. K ettm ann,

dropped by accident. This would 
explain th e explosions h eard be­ 
fore the fire.

7-Day Puzzle 
Of Mysterious 
Object Solved 


A week-old m ystery was solv­ 
ed late Monday w hen Mrs. Ben 
C arre, on a hike in Tahquitz can­ 
yon with 
a 
party \ of friends, 
stum bled on to the object which 
had all of Palm Springs gazing 
skyw ard on June 18. Her discov­ 
ery started a flurry of excitem ent 
in town which quieted only af­ 
te r Chief of Police August G. 
K ettm an conferred 
w ith 
arm y 
and federal experts. 
W hat Mrs. C arre found was a 
large triangular-shaped piece of 
tin-foil 
covered 
cloth 
w ith 
shroud lines attached. 
WORD SPREADS 
“Japanese balloon!” w ent the 
w ord which spread through the 
tow n like wildfire. 
The m aterial was taken to the 
police station w here Chief K ett­ 
m an exam ined it. He thought he 
knew w hat it was, but to m ake 
sure, called arm y officials. Then 
it was revealed th at the m aterial 
w as part of meteorological equip­ 
m ent used to m easure wind cu r­ 
ren t and velocity in the strato ­ 
sphere. 
EXPLAINS USE 
"Balloons are sent to high a l­ 
titudes w here they burst, free­ 
ing 
the 
cone-shaped 
objects 
w hich are equipped w ith vanes 
to guide them w ith the wind. 
T hey are covered w ith a bright 
silvery m aterial 
w hich 
causes 
them to glint in the sunlight e n ­ 
abling ground observers to trace 
and m easure their course,” e x ­ 
plained th e Chief. 
It was 
one 
of these cones 
which was found in Tahquitz by 
Mrs. Carre. 
But coming w ith the fire on 
the ridge back of tow n and the 
m ysterious explosions preceding 
th e fire, it 
had

excited and som ew hat jittery for 
a while. 
THEY WERE RIGHT 
It was a w eek 
ago 
Monday 
w hen the bright object was spot­ 
ted in the sky above the m oun­ 
tains. A irplanes w ent aloft bu t 
failed to find it and for a w hile 
the object w as explained aw ay 
as being 
“Venus” 
th at planet 
being bright enough to be seen 
in daylight at the tim e. B ut at 
th e air base, observers said the 
object was moving and at the 
fire station four 
persons 
saw 
som ething 
floating 
down 
into 
T ahquitz canyon. Three expedi­ 
tions, how ever, 
failed 
to 
find 
anything in the area. 
It w asn’t until 
this 
Tuesday 
th at Mrs. C arre’s find vindicat­ 
ed the observers at the base 
who saw the “planet” move and 
the firem en who saw som ething 
drop from it.

The bill, introduced by Assem­ 
blym an Philip L. Boyd, creates 
a seven-m an authority which is 
authorized 
to 
issue 
revenue 
bonds up to $3,000,000 for 
the 
construction of a cable-operated 
aerial tram w ay and provides for 
other details of 
building 
and 
operation. 
FOUR FROM COUNTY 
Under the measure, two m em ­ 
bers of the board arc appointed 
by the Palm Springs city council, 
tw o by the county board of su ­ 
pervisors and three by the gov­ 
ernor. 
The proposed tram w ay starts 
at a 2,700-foot elevation in Chino 
canyon to be reached by highw ay 
from Palm Springs, and its u p ­ 
per term inal is a t an 8,500-foot 
level, in Long Valley. 
The tram will be built a t a 
30 degree angle and will traverse 
12,000 feet in rising 6,000. It will 
be the longest such tram w ay in 
the world. 
TEN-YEAR VISION 
The idea for the project came 
to Francis F. Crocker, well know n 
Villager and head of the 
local 
district for the California Electric 
Pow er company, in 1935, alm ost 
ten years to the day before the 
bill was signed. 
He broached the plan to 
the 
Cham ber of Commerce and engi­ 
neers w ere consulted. They p ro ­ 
nounced it entirely feasible and 
plans for the project were sta rt­ 
ed by Nelson D ilw orth of Hemet, 
then assemblym an. The m easure 
passed, as did another, but Gov. 
C. L. Olson vetoed both. 
FOURTH BILL WINS 
Mr. D ilw orth introduced an o th ­ 
er tram bill in 1943 which also 
passed both houses of the legis­ 
lature w ithout a dissenting vote. 
Gov. W arren allowed this bill to 
die by pocket veto because 
of 
technical details. 
Assem blyman 
Boyd prepared 
the fourth bill, profiting by the 
experience of the other bills and 
it m et w ith the approval of all 
com m unities aftd m ost organiza­ 
tions in the county. At a dinner 
m eeting here Jan 16 at 
w hich 
tim e Mr. Crocker, E arl Coffman 
and A ttorney H enry Lockwood 
explained the plan to representa­ 
tives from county communities, 
it was given w hole-hearted b ack ­ 
ing.

How It Started 
Tramway Plan 
Born Hot Day 
10 Years Ago 


Many stories have been told 
about the 
start 
of the aerial 
tram w ay plan. They all concern 
the same two m en but the ver­ 
sions are different. 
The most popular yarn is that 
on a hot July day in 1935, F ran­ 
cis F. Crocker, now head of the 
Palm Springs 
district 
for the 
California Electric Pow er com­ 
pany, and Carl Barkow, publish­ 
er of The 
D esert 
Sun, 
were 
standing on the southeast cor­ 
ner of Afldrcas Road and Palm 
Canyon drive. Then, as now, the 
most discussed topic 
w as 
the 
w eather. 
COOL UP THERE 
This story m aintains th at Mr. 
Crocker, looking into the 
cool 
blue haze surrounding the ridge 
of the m ountains back of town, 
mopped his brow and said: 
"Wouldn't il be nice if there 
were some quick and easy way 
lo get up there ." 
Mr. Barkow 
then rem arked 
that he 
had 
heard 
th at 
the 
Southern Pacific railroad 
was 
contem plating an aerial tram w ay 
into the m ountains as a tourist 
attraction. This, it is said, gave 
Mr. Crocker the idea. 
HIS OWN STORY 
Mr. Crocker this week, how­ 
ever, gave the true version. He 
said th at he 
and Mr. Barkow 
were riding 
together 
through 
San Gorgonio Pass one hot day 
and that Mr. Barkow rem arked, 
as they passed Snow Creek can­ 
yon, th at the S. P. was consider­ 
ing a tram w ay in that area to 
the summit of Mt. San Jacinto. 
This fired his im agination and 
when he got 
back 
to 
Palm 
Springs, Mr. Crocker got out re ­ 
lief maps, flat m aps and contour 
maps, of the range back of town 
and started a study. 
He 
dis­ 
covered that 
the Snow Creek 
canyon route would be far too 
long and too expensive and that

Four-Day Hike Through Area Which 


Will be Reached by Tramway Described; 


Many Beautiful Spots Found by Trio

B eginning June 21, Claude S. Cobb, Robert H illery and I hiked 
for 30 m iles through British Colum bia and w ere alw ays w ithin 
sight of our desert. W e received oux perm it from the San Bernard­ 
ino Forestry O ffice at Idyllw ild that m orning and im m ediately be­ 
gan our hike. The horse trail leads UP and for the best part of 
four days it seem sd to m e if w as alw ays UP.

In the space of a few miles 
after your start you pass through 
a m aze of boundaries, some 
of 
w hich have signs spiked to trees 
to te ll of th e transition through 
N ational Forestry area, Prim itave 
area, State Park, gam e refuge. 
A fter continuous clim bing you 
finally rest on the sum m it of the 
Pass betw een San Jacinto peak 
and Tahquitz peak w here 
the 
look-out station is located. W hen 
you reach th is Pass sum m it you 
are also on the threshhold of T ah­ 
quitz valley, a beautiful little 
valley of forest land w ith m oun­ 
tain m eadow s here and there. 


COM PLETE BIG CIRCLE 
Tw o signs are nailed to trees 
som e fifty feet apart. The one on 
the south reads Devils Slide Trail 
and th a t is th e one you have just 
arrived on. A n arrow points back 
to Idyllw ild, 3 Vs miles. A n arrow 
points northeasterly 
and 
indi­ 
cates Long Valley, 5V2 m iles w ith 
R ound valley one m ile further. 
You could keep right on travel­ 
ing and finally complete a huge 
circle and arrive back at 
this 
point and th a t is w hat w e did. 
H ow ever, the sign on the north 
tree read San Jacinto P eak T rail 
and th e arrow s pointed north. To 
the peak, l^/z miles, a branch off 
en route so th a t Round valley is 
6 Vz miles. T here was also a no­ 
tatio n that another tra il led d i­ 
rectly south from the signs to 


T o 2 r p a c rs ^ e ig h e d ^ e fw e e n 30' w 
a y stateT T hit' the elevation of 


and 40 pounds but added to this 
w as my handicap over m y com­ 
panions of 
some 
considerable 
poundage in front that is directly 
due to my M arguerite's fine cook­ 
ing. 


TO HIDDEN LAKE 
We w anted to camp a t Hidden 
Lake for our first night although 
the signs said no drinking w ater 
there. At 5:30 th at evening, we 
came to a clear brook w ith 
a 
sign that said .81 mile to Hidden 
Lake. 
To 
avoid becom ing 
a 
stretcher case, my vote to camp 
for the night w as sustained. The 
next m orning w e arrived a t Hid­ 
den Lake. It is well nam ed for 
we w ere in an easy stone's throw 
before it appeared 
in its full 
splendor. From an area stand­ 
point it doesn’t total m uch but 
its alm ost circular, reedy, shal­ 
low, 3 to 5 acres has a shore line 
that spreads back far enough to 
accom modate a throng of recrea­ 
tion bound people. Back of the 
beach line 
are 
either craggy 
rocks or forest. You are draw n 
from the lake by the apparent 
brink of m ountains a couple of 
hundred yards east and there be­ 
fore you spreads a view you can 
never forget. The desert at your 
feet.

Hidden Lake is 9000. However we 
discovered that neither distance 
nor elevations were alike on any 
two signs th at are found enroute. 
You have the feeling th a t you 
have trudged three miles to every 
one indicated on the signs because 
they are mostly up-grade. Back 
on the m ain trail we w ent on for 
less than a mile and in this in­ 
stance w e did drop dow n some 
and came in to the enchanted 
valley called Long. 
TRAMW AY TERMINAL 
Here is w here the Tram way, 
w hen it is built, will have its 
m ountain term inus. The valley 
appears to be 
about a quarter 
m ile wide and probably a half 
m ile long but as it w inds away 
among the trees it might be much 
longer. Through its center winds 
a beautiful clear, 
cold 
brook 
bordered by lush meadow grass. 
The 
virgin 
stand 
of 
timber- 
through which 
you 
trav el on 
this trip is alm ost at its 
best 
here. The trees, 
cedar, spruce 
and pine are so spaced th a t vistas 
open in all directions and allow 
easy w alking. The size of 
the 
trees interested me so I picked 
out a spruce although not 
the 
largest and it m easured 14 feet 
in circumfrence. 
A m arsh grow th 
here called 
skunk cabbage which I have seen 
in British Columbia although it 
is not w hat we call skunk-cab- 
bage there and ferns and 
other 
vegetation rem ind you th at you 
are in elevation 
equivalent to 
1500 miles north. 
. 
While you are still enjoying 
th e Canada country you stroll 
along the pine 
needle strew n 
path a quarter of a m ile 
and 
draw suddenly back as 
thous­ 
ands of feet below spreads 
the 
Coachella Valley 
desert. 
You 
are fascinated by a view th at has 
no 
counterpart, 
I 
am 
told, 
throughout the world. T here are 
a half 
dozen 
vantage 
points 
w here thousands can have the 
never-to-be-forgotten thrill of an 
airview of Palm Springs and its 
area and all the time w ith your 
feet on the most solid founda 
tion. 
VIEW CHINO CANYON 
The Skyline T rail 
to 
Palm 
Springs drops away sharply a­ 
long the cliff faces but w e climb­ 
ed a little higher to the left as 
w e faced the desert and surm is­ 
ed that on certain crags in Chino 
Canyon below us the tow ers of 
the tram w ay would be erected 
and they would term inate where 
w e stood. 
. 
We m ade several trips from 
our camp to take this view and 
Claude and Robert who each had 
cam eras w ere hopeful of clearer 
w eather for 
some good shots. 
E verything on the desert 
was 
visible but a haze prevented good 
photography. Suddenly th ere was 
thunder and the sky w as over­ 
cast and we rushed to prepare a 
shelter for the night. A five m in­ 
ute sleet 
storm 
sw ept 
Long 
Valley and w hile we w ere still 
rushing about, the storm 
over and the sun was as bright 
as ever. The nex t day, th e 23rd, 
w e w ere loath to leave the en­ 
chanted valley but in th e c o m ­ 
ing after a farew ell view of the 
desert w ith Palm Springs, Ca­ 
thedral City, the ranches beyond 
and then like turning a moving 
picture camera, your eye took in 
the far reaches and then W hite­ 
w ater, the air field, Palm Springs, 
the trains moving and looking 
like ants, D esert Hot Springs and 
finally the m eandering head w a­ 
ters of W hitew ater far above the 
fish hatchery. The A rm y planes 
circling about the field w ere in 
most cases far below us. 
It is not more than two or three 
miles to. Round Valley but at 
considerable higher elevation and 
enroute w e began passing patches 
of snow. We chose a cam p site 
and pitched our sleeping bags be­ 
side a snow 
bank 
w here we 
scooped out a hole for our perish­ 
ables although this was o u r fancy 
rath er than necessity, because ex ­ 
cept at night, our shirts 
w ere 
open and our sleeves rolled up. 
At Round Valley I declined th 
pleasure of a side trip to the top 
of San Jacinto peak. The sign 
says 3 miles each way. Claude 
and R obert m ade it up and back 
w ith tim e to explore th e shelter 
cabin on the sum m it and 
take 
rather 
unsatisfactory 
pictures, 
and arrived back in camp in four 
hours. I had inspected th e aban 
doned CCC camp and th e wealth 
of m aterial strew n about. 
ONLY BOY SCOUTS 
On th eir return, C laude made 
an observation th at w as interest­ 
ing. At Long Valley, w e seemed 
to be looking alm ost directly east 
along Ramon Road (a little north 
of it perhaps) and on S an Jacin­ 
to peak the view was again al­ 
m ost in line w ith Ramon. 
N either sight nor signs of wild 
life on<the desert side of 
the 
m ountains was flattering. So that 
is a bogey by those w ho oppose 
the tram w ay. As you near T ah­ 
quitz Valley the game trails m ul­ 
tiply as do the num ber and v ar­ 
iety of birds. 
. 
In th e four 
days 
trip after 
leaving Tahquitz Valley we did 
not m eet a soul except swarms 
of Boy Scouts who seem ed 
to 
infest the entire area. Dashing 
around the trails in hours com­ 
pared to our days. There w ill still 
be partially wilderness areas for 
their range w hen more portly and 
elderly people reach th e lower 
reaches of this w onder land. 
The grand finale was when we 
dragged our w eary bones 
and 
soiled exteriors into th e 
Cobb 
cabin at Thomas m ountain and 
after a refreshing show er 
and 
change, sat down 
to a 
grand 
chicken dinner prepared by Mrs. 
Cobb and Mrs. Hillery.

Capt. Sm ithw ick w as reported 
“missing in action” after a day­ 
light bombing m ission over G er­ 
m any on A ugust 22, 1943. A few 
days later, his parents were in­ 
formed that he had been cap­ 
tured by the Nazis 
after his 
plane was shot down. 
He was 22 years of age when 
captured and had been flying on 
missions over 
enem y territory 
for three months. 
H e was liberated shortly before 
V-E Day when Am ericans over­ 
ran the Nazi prison camp. 
A l­ 
though air corps prisoners fared 
b etter than others, he lost much 
w eight in confinem ent and drop­ 
ped to 120 pounds. He is recov­ 
ering rapidly now on the desert 
w hile on furlough.

brother,

Vincent 
Smithwick, is still overseas. 
He 
w rote his parents that he 
had 
traveled 900 miles in a jeep look­ 
ing for Capt. Michael.

tenant Paul Bigrigg w ho was to 
act as “bom bardier” w ere form ­ 
ed into a crew , and a C-47 quick­ 
ly loaded w ith 6 five gallon con­ 
tainers of w ater and additional 
rations took off.
